He was meeting young people at the 
centre in Poplar, which will work to 
improve youngsters' life and business 
skills, help reduce youth unemployment

up job opportunities in Canary 
Wharf and Stratford. 

His Royal Highness was 
joined by TV presenters Ant and 
Dec, who are following him for 
a special documentary which 
will look back on the trust's 
40 -year history. 

The Prince heard from 
25-year-old Tanguy Viaud, who 
was introduced to the Prince's 
Trust while in prison. He joined 
the trust's Get Started with 
Fashion course, which led to 


a traineeship on Saville Row. 

"Growing up in east London, 
I knew too many young people 
like me who felt hopeless about 
the future, struggling with 
difficult situations and not 
knowing where to turn for 
help," Tanguy said. 

"The new centre is amazing 
- it gives young people a place 
to go and people they can rely 
on for support. I think it's going 
to make a massive difference to 
people growing up here."

"The new centre is an excel- 
lent addition to the range of 
opportunities available to the 
young people of Poplar and 
across the borough/' Mr Price 
told East End Life. 

"The Prince's Trust has an 
excellent reputation for support- 
ing young people to achieve 
their ambitions, often working 
with youngsters that have 
struggled to find the right path, 
as well as the next generation 
of entrepreneurs." 

The school has been working 
with the tmst for more than five 
years, with many youngsters 
benefitting from its Fairbridge 
programme. 

On his arrival, Prince Charles 
shook hands and chatted with 
a number of year 7 students. 

"I can't believe that I have 
just shaken the hand of the 
future king!" said pupil Raihan 
Ul-Karim. 

The prince chatted to school 
police cadet Mohammed Abdus 


Samad, who told His Royal 
Highness that he wanted to go 
on to work in the force. 

The trio of special guests also 
enjoyed a superhero themed 
game, which helps participants 
develop their confidence and 
team building skills. 

More than one in five young 
people in Tower Hamlets is 
unemployed and, across east 
London, over 21,000 young peo- 
ple are struggling to find work. 


Dermot Finch, director for 
the Prince's Trust in London 
and the South of England, said: 
"East London has a bright future 
and lots of talented young 
people, but thousands of young 
people in Tower Hamlets and 
neighbouring boroughs are still 
unemployed.” 

The Prince's Trust will run 
a variety of free courses at 
the centre, designed to help 
young people get into work 


or training, or set up their 
own business. 

It is hoped at least 550 young 
people will use the site over the 
next year. 

The centre is the result of a 
two-year charity partnership be- 
tween the trust and Morgan 
Stanley, during which time the 
bank's employees helped raise 
over £1.5 million to fund it.

CANDIDATES have been 
announced for the Tower 
Hamlets mayor and Step- 
ney Green ward elections. 

On June n, voters have the 
chance to elect the person they 
want to be the next mayor of 
Tower Hamlets and a council- 
lor for Stepney Green. 

The person elected to be may- 
or will lead the local authority 
make executive decisions about 
a wide range of council services 
and represent the interests of 
the borough and its residents 
until 2018. 

Who can vote? 

IF you registered to vote in the 
May 2015 Parliamentary Gener- 
al Election, you are already reg- 
istered to vote on June 11. If you 
are not currently registered, 
you must do so by May 26 in or- 
der to vote in the mayoral or 
Stepney Green ward elections. 
Contact the election team if 
you are uncertain about being 
registered. Call 7364 0872 or 
email vote@towerhamlets. 
gov.uk 

All registered British, Com- 
monwealth, Republic of Ireland 
and European Union citizens 
will be entitled to vote. 

You must be aged 18 years on 
or before June 11, 2015. 

About the 
mayoral election 

EACH voter in the mayoral elec- 
tion may cast a first choice vote 
for one candidate and a second 
choice for a different candidate. 

The mayoral count will take 
place on Thursday, June 11 fol- 
lowing the close of poll at 10pm. 

If one candidate gets more 
than 50 per cent of first-choice 
votes, he or she will be elected 
as mayor of Tower Hamlets. 

If no candidate gets more 
than half the first choice votes, 



Polling will be on June 11 


the two with the most first- 
choice votes remain in the con- 
test and all the other candidates 
drop out. 

Then, second choice votes on 
the ballot papers of the candi- 
dates who dropped out of the 
contest are counted. Where 
there are votes for the two can- 
didates remaining in the con- 
test, they are added to the 
first-choice votes these candi- 
dates already have. 

Of the two candidates, the one 
with the most first-choice and 
second-choice votes combined 
will be declared the next may- 
or of Tower Hamlets. 

Soon after the official decla- 
ration by the Returning Officer, 
the result will be published on 
the council's website and dis- 
played on the notice board at the 
Town Hall in Mulberry Place.

THE council has secured £24.8 million 
from the government’s New Homes 
Bonus scheme. 

Tower Hamlets has received more than any 
other local authority in the country. 

The funding, for the financial year 2015-16, was 
recognition of the council's programme of 
building and developing housing in the borough. 

Between 2011 and 2015, Tower Hamlets in- 
creased its housing stock by 14,547 and brought 
769 empty homes back into use. 

Aman Dalvi, corporate director of development 
and renewal at the council, said: "Once again the 
government has recognised the hard work 
that we do, day in day out, to build affordable 
housing for the people in this borough. 


"It's all down to our commitment to making 
sure that Tower Hamlets becomes a great place 
to live for everyone." 

Since the inception of the scheme in 2010, 
Tower Hamlets has secured the largest amount 
of funding of all local authorities in the UK - 
amounting to £74.7 million in five years. 

The New Homes Bonus is a grant paid by 
central government to local councils in 
recognition of the complexities of providing 
additional homes. 

The building of new homes is part of the 
council's strategy - A Great Place To Live. 

This aims to: "Make the borough a place 
where people live in quality, affordable housing, 
located in clean and safe neighbourhoods, 
served by well-connected and easy to access 
services and community facilities." 


STAFF and students from George Green’s School have 
created a short documentary exploring the identity of 
women living on the Isle of Dogs. 

Island Girls investigates the links between the Island and 
the generations of women who’ve grown up there and how 
their surroundings enabled them to become and resilient.

A LITTLE piece of south Wales arrived 
in Stepney to celebrate Dylan 
Thomas day. 

The Sir John Cass Foundation and Red 
Coat School in Stepney Way was selected 
by Literature Wales to host the Dylan 
Thomas Shed; a replica of the one the 
Swansea-born Thomas wrote many of his 
poems. 

Dylan Thomas' granddaughter, Hannah 
Ellis also visited and shared stories about 
the poet who died aged 39. 

Pupil Maiesha said: "Today was really 
inspiring. I leamt that you need courage and 
strength to write a poem, and today's 
performance got everyone involved.'' 

The group from years seven and eight 
were also treated to a workshop with 
Martin Daws, who is Young People's 
Laureate of Wales. 

Together they wrote a verse for Dylan's 
Great Poem; a 100-line work created by 
young people aged 7-25, which will be 


published in English and Welsh, and 
performed at the Hay Festival. 

Head teacher Hadyn Evans said: "We are 
privileged to receive a representation from 
such an important literary figure such as 
Dylan Thomas. Literature and the promo- 
tion of literacy is such an important prior- 
ity for the students here.'' 


Sir John Cass is a specialist language 
school, and staff said pupils enjoy learning 
about Thomas because much of his work 
is printed in both English and Welsh. 

Pupils regularly visit Wales as part of their 
Duke of Edinburgh award scheme and, next 
time they go, there might be an addition- 
al stop-off in Swansea.

On a remote island, Prospero, the 
rightful Duke of Milan, plots to restore his 
daughter Miranda to her rightful place 
using illusion and manipulation. He con- 
jures up a storm, a tempest, to lure his usurp- 
ing brother Antonio and the complicit King 
Alonso of Naples to the island. 

The playground has previously hosted 
productions of Macbeth, Romeo and Juli- 
et and A Midsummer Night's Dream. 

Actor Mark Duncan, from Cornucopia, 
said: “This will be even bigger and even bet- 
ter. We will be using circus art around the 
swings and other structures. Each time we 
get more ambitious and creative.'' 

Mark said the company was always made 
to feel welcome by the local community 
and was delighted that, as well as 11 
professional actors, a composer and 
director, around a dozen local young peo- 
ple would also have parts.

Focus on family 


News from the 
council's children’s 
services team 

SUCCESSES within chil- 
dren’s services at Tower 
Hamlets are well-known 
such as our high-perform- 
ing schools, new school 
building programmes and 
partnerships with the likes 
of Jamie Oliver. 

But below the media radar, an 
untold amount of work is going 
on daily to improve the lives of 
children through work with 
local families. 

Our Family Intervention Ser- 
vice (FiS) is responsible for 
delivering the service which 
the government calls the 
Troubled Families programme. 

This team works with some 
of the borough's most vulner- 
able people: those who are out 
of work, caught up in crime or 
whose children are failing to at- 
tend school. 

The families FiS works with 
often fall into all three of these 
categories. 

Our specialist staff members 
help them address each prob- 
lem they are facing. 

In practice this can include 
accompanying parents to school 
meetings, helping them write 
a CV and offering professional 
counselling to help them cope 
with the stress of everyday life. 

The latest government figures 
show the council has already 
turned around the lives of more 
than 900 families in Tower 
Hamlets. 

This success means the 
borough has been accepted 
onto the second phase of the 
national scheme, so its vital 
work can continue. 

This type of intervention does 
not just benefit that particular 
family: neighbours report few- 
er anti-social complaints, and 
costs to the community associ- 
ated with crime and benefit 
claims are reduced. 

In Tower Hamlets, we have ex- 
tended this level of support to 
target an even harder-to-reach 
group and are now one of the 
few local authorities in the 
country to be working with 
prisoners and their families. 


Our Prisoners' Family Project 
aims to support families and re- 
duce reoffending by working 
with the person in prison and 
their family. 

The family left behind when 
an offender is imprisoned is of- 
ten overlooked. But the impact 
on them can be devastating. 

Often the person jailed was 
the main breadwinner so the 
loss of this income can be dra- 
matic, leading to the need for 
them to start claiming benefits. 

For the family, the worker 
gives hands-on help as soon as 
a relative is jailed and will attend 
appointments with them, 
help organise prison visits, and 
help them fill out any 
paperwork, such as benefit 
forms. 

Ensuring the family func- 
tions effectively can have impor- 
tant benefits and break the 
pattern of offending. National- 
ly, 65 per cent of boys with a con- 
victed parent go on to offend. 

Under the Prisoners' Family 
Project, practitioners prepare 
the family for coping with the 
turmoil that may follow when 
the offender returns home. 

In the crucial period before an 
offender is released, the team 
will contact the person to help 
plan what needs to be done to 
support them coming home. 

For instance, the worker will 
discuss their employment and 
training opportunities and help 
them with the necessary forms. 

But the FiS is not stopping at 
this, and is constantly looking 
for new ways to reach out to the 
community. 

It has recently launched an 
initiative, in partnership with 
charity Docklands Outreach 
and the council's youth ser- 
vice, in which specialist staff 
are based at A&E on weekend 
evenings. 

Research has found that 
many of the young people at- 
tending A&E at the weekends 
are struggling with issues such 
as alcoholism, joblessness or 
housing problems. By being on 
hand, expert workers can inter- 
vene early and get the right help. 

Everything we do in 
children's services is aimed at 
improving residents' lives.

Borough sees 
increase in flu 
jab uptake 

TOWER Hamlets had a 75 
per cent uptake of the flu 
vaccine this winter and 
was the top borough in 
London for the delivery of 
the jab to over-6ss. 

The borough was also the sec- 
ond most successful in deliver- 
ing the vaccine to other eligible 
groups including pregnant 
women and people with long- 
term conditions like diabetes. 

For healthy people, flu is an 
unpleasant experience but for 
some it can be really serious. 

All GP surgeries in the bor- 
ough and many pharmacies 
offer the jab free of charge to 
people who are at risk, to make 
sure they are protected against 
catching flu and developing 
serious complications. 

Sir Sam Everington, local GP 
and chair of NHS Tower Ham- 
lets Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “I would like to 
thank everyone who took the 
time to get the jab. We are 
delighted we have greater flu 
protection in Tower Hamlets 
than in other parts of London for 
those most at risk."

Do something new for 
dementia awareness

SUPPORTERS of Dementia Aware- 
ness Week are being encouraged to 
#DoSomethingNew as life doesn’t 
end when dementia begins. 

The council is supporting the national 
week, from May 17-23, which is led by the 
Alzheimer's Society. The event aims to raise 
awareness of the illness and local services 
available to residents and their families. 

Doing something new could be as sim- 
ple as trying a new recipe or getting involved 
in an exercise class. Use the #DoSome- 
thingNew and #DAW20i5 hashtags along 
with a picture of yourself enjoying your new 
experience on social media. 

The word 'dementia' describes symptoms 
that occur when the brain is affected by 
specific diseases and conditions. 

Symptoms of dementia include loss of 
memory, confusion and problems with 
speech and understanding. 

There are many different types of demen- 
tia, but they are all caused when the brain 
is damaged by disease, such as Alzheimer's 
or vascular disease. 

Dementia mainly affects people over the 


age of 65 but it can affect people at a 
younger age. 

Alzheimer's Society Tower Hamlets will 
be holding a series of talks and informa- 
tion stalls to help anyone who needs ad- 
vice on dementia over the week. 

Events are taking place at Whitechapel 
Idea Store on Monday, May 18. An informa- 
tion stall will run from ioam-i2noon and 
a drop-in session for over-sos will run from 
loam-ipm. 

Stalls will be open on Tuesday, May 19 
and Wednesday, 20 from loam-ipm, in the 
departure lounge at the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel, and on Thursday, 
21 and Friday, 22 from loam-ipm at Mile End 
Hospital, Ei. 

The number of people diagnosed 
locally has increased over the past few years. 
A recent report showed that of the 1,152 
people thought to have dementia in 
Tower Hamlets, approximately 73 per cent 
have been diagnosed, compared to 52 per 
cent in 2012. 

This positive increase is a result of close 
partnership working between the council, 
the NHS, the Alzheimer's Society and oth- 
er voluntary sector and social care partners. 


However, a significant number of people 
living with dementia have not yet received 
a diagnosis. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director of public 
health, said: "Early diagnosis is important, 
as it helps people get the right treatment 
and helps family members better under- 
stand what is happening so they can plan 
for the future. 

"We continue to build on our successes 
of working closely in partnership to ensure 
residents have access to services." 

There are many services that support peo- 
ple to #DoSomethingNew and provide a 
range of help for people with dementia and 
their carers, funded by the council and NHS. 
There are four dementia cafes put on by 
the Alzheimer's Society, four times a month, 
two in English and two in Sylheti. 

The cafes involve fun social activities and 
information to help people better under- 
stand dementia and learn about services 
in the community that can support them.

Sexual health 
clinic to open 
for under-25S 

A DEDICATED Saturday 
sexual health clinic for 
young people in Tower 
Hamlets is being launched. 

From May 23, there will be a 
walk-in service from i2noon- 
3pm, specifically for under-25s. 

It will be based at the 
Ambrose King centre in 
Whitechapel and visitors will 
have access to specialist 
advisers who can diagnose and 
treat sexually transmitted infec- 
tions. Visitors will also be offered 
free contraceptives. 

It's part of changes from Barts 
Health NHS Trust, and consul - 
tant Janet Barter said: "Sexual 
and reproductive health is a 
vital part of staying healthy and 
helping to keep others safe.

History is just a few footsteps away 


BY JOHN RENNIE 

LEFT and right, in or out of Europe, 
a United Kingdom or a federal 
Britain. The events of the last 
week seemed to be all about 
taking sides. 

But as musician Billy Bragg writes in the 
introduction to David Rosenberg's Rebel 
Footprints, in times past “the battle lines, 
rather than being all about ideological 
differences were more often focused on the 
challenge of holding those in power to 
account". 

That accounting took place on streets all 
around Tower Hamlets. So this week, we 
accompany author David Rosenberg on a 
series of walks around the East End, and un- 
cover the history that's still there.. .if we 
know where to look. 

And it's in the unlikely suburb of Bow, 
rather genteel by the standards of the 
Victorian East End (though Cobom Road was 
called Cut-throat Lane until 1800, so not that 
genteel) that “the spark of rebellion" first 
flared. 

We walk up Harley Grove and past the 
site of the old home of the Daily Herald 
editor and rebel Labour MP George 
Lansbury, radicalised and transported from 
Liberal to Labour by the 1889 London Dock 
Strike. 

Past the synagogue that in 1927 
replaced the earlier Methodist chapel, and 
a reminder of how prevalent anti-semitism 
was in the old East End. Captain John 
Colomb, Tory MP for Bow, greeted the 
incoming Jews with the observation: “I 
object to England, with its overcrowded 
population, being made a human ashpit for 
the refuse population of the world." 

Past the Bryant and May factory (now the 
Bow Quarter) and a plaque commemorating 
Annie Besant's role in the great strike of 1888. 

And to the statue of Gladstone by Bow 
Church - donated by Theodore Bryant, but 
paid for by his docking a shilling from his 
workers' wages. The furious women showed 
what they thought by cutting themselves 
and daubing the PM's statue with their 
blood. Periodically, to this day, activists mark 
this by tipping red paint over the unfor- 
tunate politico. 

To 198 Bow Road, where the East London 
Federation of Suffragettes once met in a 
disused bakery. And past the old Poplar 
Town Hall on the corner of Fairfield Road 
- a reminder of when the councils were 
rather more local, and there's a blue plaque 
to remember the old Green Goose Fair, once 
a Whitsun tradition but banned in 1823 due 
to raucous behaviour. 

Gaze up as you stand under the portico 



and you'll see a stunning mosaic depict- 
ing dockers unloading a variety of goods. 
A reminder of Beatrice Potter's observation 
that “the luxuries of our elaborate civilisation 
pass familiarly through the dock labour- 
er's hands". Remember too the Great Dock 
Strike of 1888-89, and how the trades 
unions were born in that conflict. 

To Spitalfields and a radicalism even more 
frightening for the authorities, for it came 
largely from abroad. In September 1889, as 
the docks lay idle, the local papers claimed 
the whole East End was “infected" with 
strike fever. 

A few months earlier, the gasworkers at 
Beckton, led by Will Thorne, had fought for 
shorter hours rather than higher pay. Now 
they were working just eight hours a day. 
Garment workers in Spitalfields, toiling for 
a scarcely believable 14 to 18 hours a day, 
decided they would follow suit. 

A disaster for the moneyed gentlemen 


of the West End (MPs among them); they 
may have been measured for their fine suits 
in Savile Row, but the actual tailoring was 
farmed out to Spitalfields sweatshops. 

The Federation of East London Labour 
Unions was duly launched at Mile End's 
Great Assembly Hall, the Eastern Post re- 
porting that “2,800 were present, and 
speeches were made in different lan- 
guages and translated”. 

Non-Jewish union leaders, such as Ben 
Tillett and Tom Mann, spoke alongside Jew- 
ish militants representing tailors, cap mak- 
ers, stick makers, furriers and carpenters. 

There were activists like Woolf Wess, who 
had worked as a shoemaker at 12 before 
leaving Dvinsk in what is now Latvia and 
coming to London “with radical ideas" - just 
the sort of man the authorities feared. 
Wess and his comrades would found the 
International Workers Education Club in 
Berners Street.

There was Rudolf Rocker, expelled from 
Germany for left-wing political activism, 
now renting a room in Shoreditch where 
he found “an abyss of human suffering... 
dreary tumbledown hovels" and a Britain 
where “riches and poverty lived almost on 
top of each other". 

Our walk round Whitechapel takes in the 
old library, which was so important in the 
education of young political thinkers, 
becoming known as the people's univer- 
sity of the East End'. Past Angel Alley 
where Freedom Books continues the 
anarchist tradition established by the 
Arbeter Fraynd newspaper for which 
Rocker wrote. You'll see Rocker on the art- 
work on the wall here. 

Down Gunthorpe Street and the site of 
the former offices of the Jewish Daily Post, 
the first daily English-language Jewish 
newspaper in England. Into Wentworth 
Street, where lived Sarah Wesker, who led 
strikes at East End trouser factories in the 
1920s and 30s. 

Then to 136 Brick Lane, where were the 
meeting rooms from the Workers' Circle, and 
into Hanbury Street, where Jewish anar- 
chist Barnet Ruderman was the first pub- 
lisher of radical Yiddish books in England. 

The next walk takes us back to Bow and 
Poplar, where in 1921 the councillors refusal 
to raise the rate saw 30 of them sent to gaol, 
and the extraordinary site of the full 
council meeting within Brixton prison, the 
women councillors brought down from 
Holloway. 

The East London Federation of 
Suffragettes loom large on this walk too, 
with the toy factory established by the ELFS 
at Norman Grove, Roman Road where the 
suffragettes sold their paper - the Woman's 
Dreadnought - and the Gunmakers Arms 
pub, converted by the ELFS into the 
Mother's Arms mother and baby clinic. 

A number of enjoyable days out in 
prospect then at least. But this terrific 
little book offers rather more than that. 

In a London where it seems sometimes 
that money is all that matters, and where 
many of us can no longer afford to even put 
down roots, it's a memory of what London 
was. 

As veteran left winger Jeremy Corbyn 
writes: “Anyone reading this will walk the 
streets of our city with a different view of 
the world, and what people can do when 
they act together."

AS soon as we enter the 
sumptuous Blixen, we 
already know we’re in for 
a treat. 

A hedonistic mix of copper, 
glass and silver nestles next to 
a more organic aesthetism 
provided by topiary, natural 
woods and light. 

We are seated in a new 
extension to the original build- 
ing (a bank for many years). 

Attention to detail is every- 
where and service is impecca- 
ble from the word go, with 
free-flowing water and helpful 
explanations of some of the so- 
phisticated menu wording. 

I kicked things off with a 
lip-smacking herbal cocktail 
(medicinal n'est pas?) while the 
Silver Fox settled in with a 
meaty red. 

To start I had the chorizo and 
squid casserole. The squid was 
unctuous and avoided the 
schoolboy error of being chewy, 
bathed in the cumin-spiked 
juices of the chorizo.

The Silver Fox enjoyed the 
velvety smoothness of the 
celeriac soup made, I swear, 
with the cordon bleu method of 
boiling the celeriac in double 
cream and then blitzing.

Meanwhile, the salmon was 
perfectly cooked with sauce so 
exhilarating that the Silver Fox 
asked for a teaspoon (which was 
delivered without question, 
more excellent service).

Ramson pancake - serves 2 

Ingredients 

3/4 cup of gram (chickpea) closed-cup mushrooms 
flour 1 tbsp finely grated Parmesan 

3/4 cup of cold water cheese 

Quarter tsp each of salt, pep- One bunch of ramsons - flower 
per and smoked paprika clusters, stalks and leaves - 
A handful of thinly sliced washed in cold water 


Method 

1. Mix together the flour, water 
and spices, whisking until there 
are no lumps. The consistency 
should be like single cream and 
bubbly. Set this aside to prepare 
the ramsons. 

2. Snip the individual white, 
star-like flowers off the head of 
the stalk. Chop the stalks into 
1cm lengths. Bunch and cut the 
leaves widthways in 2cm strips. 

3. Cook the leaves in enough 
water to cover the bottom of a 
saucepan. Cook until they are 
deep green and set aside. 

4. Sprinkle the flowers on to a 
dry, hot frying pan and toast un- 
til they show signs of shrivelling. 


Pop them onto a cool plate. 

5. Brush a non-stick frying pan 
with rapeseed oil, toss in sliced 
mushrooms and wriggle them 
around until they brown on one 
side. Add the chopped ramson 
stalks. 

6. Pour in half the pancake mix 
to cover the base. Allow to cook 
until the mixture loses translu- 
cence. Turn the pancake over 
and cook the other side. 

7. Put on a plate, spread the soft- 
ened green leaves on half of the 
pancake, sprinkle with parme- 
san and fold in half. Sprinkle 
with the toasty flowers.

A bulging 
bin? OR it! 


Go green with garden giveaway

RESIDENTS are being 
asked to help keep bins 
from overflowing across 
the borough. 

All public bins in Tower Ham- 
lets have now been fitted with 
a OR (quick response) code stick- 
er so that members of the pub- 
lic can report overflowing bins. 

Overstuffed bins can 
encourage further dumping of 
waste around the bin, which 
results in the streets looking 
untidy and full of litter. 

Residents can download a 
OR code scanner for free from 
their app store - once an over- 
stuffed Tower Hamlets bin code 
is scanned, this will automati- 
cally draft a text message on the 
user's smartphone. 

This text message can then 
be sent for free by residents 
directly to the council's waste 
contractors. 

Contractors are then able to 
pinpoint the exact location on 
a map and empty the offending 
bin within two hours. 


For those who do not have a 
smartphone, there is a reference 
number on each bin which 
residents and visitors can text 
to 80800 free of charge. 

In the past, residents would 
call the council's customer 
contact centre who would 
then pass the message on to 
contractors. 

The time from someone 
reporting an overflowing bin 
to it being emptied has now 
reduced dramatically. 

With limited resources 
available, the council wants to 
encourage residents to help 
ensure litter bins are emptied 
when needed. 

OR code technology was 
implemented in February 2014, 
and the council has so far had 
a total of 646 requests from the 
public to empty litter bins. 

This has resulted in direct sav- 
ings of £2,151 as the requests 
have been going directly from 
residents to the contractor. 

Installing OR code stickers 
has resulted in bins being emp- 
tied more quickly.

BETHNAL Green’s Greg 
Wootton is not a house- 
hold name.
